SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

Myrna  Kostash,  author  of  All  of  Baba's  Chil- 
drenj presented  the  thirteenth  annual  Shevchenko 
Lecture  at  the  University  of  Alberta  on  March 
22.  Entitled  "All  of  Baba’s  Children:  Between  the  Lines 

of  Ukrainian-Canadian  Historiography,"  it  was  the 
second  Shevchenko  lecture  on  a Ukrainian-Canadian 
topic  and  the  first  presented  by  a woman. 

Ms.  Kostash  analyzed  the  reviews  of  her  book, 
differentiating  between  those  by  Ukrainians  and 
non-Ukrainians.  She  pointed  out  that  most  critics 
neglected  to  grasp  that  the  analysis  in  the  book 
was  meant  to  be  neither  racial  nor  ethnocultural 
but  social  in  nature.  Many  issues  raised  in  the 
book  have  prompted  internal  debate  in  the  ethnic 
community. 

Ms.  Kostash  explained  that  in  the  book  she 
attempted  "to  narrate  the  experience  of  three 
distinct  generations  of  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  to 
demystify  received  wisdoms  about  ourselves,  to 
restore  certain  subject  areas  to  a legitimate 
forum  for  discussion,  to  bring  into  play  not 
only  my  ethnic  consciousness,  but  other  per- 
spectives as  well,  to  write  in  the  manner  of  the 
professional  journalist  that  I am,  and  to  begin 
to  elaborate  an  alternative  to  official  multi- 
culturalism. " A definition  of  a third  generation 
ethnic  was  presented  and  the  experiences  of  the 
sixties  and  early  seventies  acquired  in  travels 
and  elsewhere  were  outlined.  Ms.  Kostash  also 
put  forth  the  general  assumptions  with  which  she 
approached  her  study  and  commented  on  existing 
works  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada.  She  listed 
questions  which  emerged  from  the  documentation 
and  for  which  little  satisfactory  analysis 
could  be  found. 

The  lecture  was  sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian 
Professional  and  Business  Men's  Club  of 
Edmonton  and  organized  by  the  Institute. 


The  following  day  Dr.  Shevelov  presented 
a public  lecture,  entitled  "Language  Planning 
and  Unplanning  in  Soviet  Ukraine,"  organized  by 
the  Institute.  The  speaker  outlined  various 
stages  in  the  development  of  the  Ukrainian 
language  with  particular  emphasis  on  changes  in 
Soviet  government  policy  toward  the  Ukrainian 
language . 

The  lecturer  obtained  his  graduate  degrees 
at  Kharkiv  University,  Ukraine  (Cand.  Philol. 
Sci. , 1939)  and  the  Ukrainian  Free  University 
(Ph.D. , 1949).  He  has  written  17  books,  400 
articles  and  reviews,  co-authored  five  books, 
and  co-edited  another  10.  Dr.  Shevelov  has 
taught  at  the  Ukrainian  Free  University, 

Munich,  University  of  Lund,  Sweden,  and  at 
Harvard  and  Columbia  Universities. 


SECOND  BANFF  CONFERENCE  HELD

Studies,  held  March  2-5,  1978,  at  the  Banff 
Springs  Hotel.

Tribute  to  William  Kurelek" ; Myrna  Kostash,  "All 
of  Baba's  Children";  Roman  Petryshyn,  "Social 
Characteristics  of  Parents  Involved  in  the  Ed- 
monton English- Ukrainian  Bilingual  Schools  Program" 
Dr.  Oleh  Zujewskyj , Poetry  Readings:  Ukrainian 

and  In  Translation;  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc, 
"Language  Retention  among  Parents  in  the  Edmonton 
Ukrainian-English  Bilingual  Program" ; Alexander 
Royick,  "The  Ukrainian  Communities  in  Canada: 

The  Polish  View";  and  Mitchell  Sago,  "The 
Ukrainian  Contribution  to  the  Canadian  Identity." 

In  addition,  a large  number  of  papers  touched  upon 
areas  related  to  Ukrainian  studies,  including 
presentations  on:  Canadian  foreign  policy, 

ethnic  studies  in  prairie  educational  curricula, 
and  second  language  teaching.  The  papers  of  the 
conference  are  being  compiled  for  publication 
by  the  Central  and  East  European  Studies 
Association  of  Canada  (CEESAC)  c/o  Division  of 
East  European  Studies,  University  of  Alberta. 


LECTURE  PRESENTED  BY  G.Y . SHEVELOV 

On  April  11  Dr.  George  Y.  Shevelov  presented  a 
lecture  in  the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  at 
the  University  of  Alberta  entitled  "Slavic  Languages: 
Problems  of  Differentiation  and  Integration."  He 
noted  the  present  status  of  the  various  Slavic 
languages,  outlined  their  historical  development 
and  relationships,  and  offered  some  analyses  and 
generalizations.  The  well-attended  lecture  was 
followed  by  a lengthy  discussion.

Since  fall  1977,  Frances  Swyripa  has  visited 
Ukrainian  institutions  and  libraries/archives  in 
Edmonton,  Mundare,  Calgary,  Saskatoon,  Winnipeg, 
Toronto,  and  Ottawa  to  compile  a detailed  in- 
ventory of  Ukrainian-Canadian  newspaper  and 
periodical  holdings  preliminary  to  microfilming 
those  publications  not  already  available  on  micro- 
film. It  is  hoped  that  by  using  collections 
from  various  institutions  complete  sets  may  be 
obtained.  A general  inventory  of  non-Canadian 
Ukrainian  newspaper  and  periodical  holdings  is 
in  preparation.

RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 

Mr.  Jaroslav  Koshiw,  a doctoral  candidate 
in  the  Institute  of  Soviet  and  East  European 
Studies,  Glasgow  University,  has  been  awarded  a 
research  grant  of  $2858  to  microfilm  statistical 
studies  on  Soviet  Ukraine  in  the  1920s.  The 
purpose  of  the  project  i's  to  gather  primary 
statistical  information  on  the  Ukraine  — studies 
presently  available  in  libraries  in  Britain, 

France,  Switzerland,  and  the  United  States  — 
for  deposit  in  the  University  of  Alberta  Library.

Dr.  I.L.  Rudnytsky,  associate  director  of 
the  Institute,  and  professor  of  history,  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  has  received  a research  grant 
advance  of  $500  to  obtain  prints  of  microfilm 
materials  on  the  history  of  modern  Ukrainian 
social  and  political  movements,  with  special 
reference  to  the  1848  revolution,  preliminary 
to  editing  these  documents  for  eventual 
publication.

Dr.  Jaroslav  Petryshyn,  sessional  lecturer 
in  the  Department  of  History,  University  of  Alber- 
ta, has  been  awarded  a research  grant  of  $5,600 
to  initiate  work  on  the  first  volume  of  a projected 
three- volume  history  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada.  It 
is  expected  that  volume  one  will  cover  the  period 
from  1891  to  1922.  The  grant  will  allow  two 
students  to  undertake  research  during  the  summer.

On  March  16,  1978,  B.  Krawchenko  and  J.  Carter 
presented  a seminar  entitled  "Profile  of  Ukrainian 
Dissidents."  B.  Krawchenko  is  a visiting  assistant 
professor  in  the  Department  of  Political  Science 
and  a research  associate  in  the  Institute.  J. 
Carter  is  a computer  analyst  with  the  Government 
of  Alberta  and  a graduate  student  in  the  Faculty 
of  Education,  University  of  Alberta. 

Their  seminar  reported  the  findings  of  a 
research  project  which  collected  data  from  a 
variety  of  samvydav  sources  on  almost  one  thousand 
dissidents  in  the  Ukrainian  SSR.  The  data  was 
coded  and  fed  into  a computer.  The  speakers 
outlined  the  various  steps  involved  in  the  pro- 
ject — from  research  design  to  code  book  — and 
gave  some  preliminary  results  of  their  study. 


J.-P.  HIMKA 


The  final  Institute  seminar  of  the  current 
academic  year  at  the  University  of  Alberta  took 
place  on  March  30,  1978.  Dr.  J.-P.  Himka  spoke 
on  "Ukrainian  Politics  in  Galicia,  1860-78." 

Ukrainians  in  the  crownland  of  Galicia  under- 
went internal  political  differentiation  in  the 
early  years  of  Austria's  constitutional  era,  a 
differentiation  that  dominated  western  Ukrainian 
politics  into  the  twentieth  century.  In  the  years 
1860-78  three  political  groupings  crystallized: 
Russophiles,  Ukrainophiles,  and  Radicals.  Russo- 
philes,  in  reaction  to  Polish  domination  in  Galicia, 
developed  an  orientation  toward  tsarist  Russia, 
considering  themselves  Russians,  and  rejecting 
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a separate  Ukrainian  identity.  Ukrainophiles  and 
Radicals,  however,  identified  themselves  with 
the  Ukrainian  nation  and  employed  the  Ukrainian 
vernacular  of  Galicia  in  their  publications. 
Although  Ukrainophiles  and  Radicals  adopted  a 
similar  position  on  the  national  question,  they 
differed  on  social  issues. 

The  speaker  outlined  the  development  of  the 
differentiation,  emphasizing  social  and  cultural 
motivating  factors. 


TORONTO 
R.  SZPORLUK 

On  March  9 Dr.  Roman  Szporluk,  Professor  of 
History  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  presented 
a seminar  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Entitled 
"The  Ukrainian  Intelligentsia  and  the  Regime, 
1956-72:  A Case  Study  in  Interest  Group  Politics," 

it  was  part  of  the  Institute's  seminar  series  in 
Toronto . 

Professor  Szporluk  argued  that  after  Stalin's 
death  the  de-Stalinization  and  the  "thaw"  of  the 
late  1950s  and  early  1960s  were  a result  of 
pressure  exerted  on  the  regime  by  Ukrainian  social 
forces  and  interest  groups,  especially  the  intel- 
ligentsia, and  not  because  of  the  regime's  bene- 
volence. The  primary  example  are  the  demands  by 
the  official  intelligentsia  for  the  establishment 
of  new  Ukrainian  scholarly  periodicals  and 
Ukrainian-language  newspapers. 

The  printed  word  is  of  great  importance  in 
organizing  primary  groups  into  broad  secondary 
groups  — a national  community  — and  the 
creation  of  a national  social  opinion. 

Before  the  war,  the  Kiev  Party  center  was 
mistrusted  by  and  completely  subordinated  to 
Stalin's  Soviet  apparat  in  Moscow.  With  the 
annexation  of  Western  Ukraine,  there  was  op- 
position from  the  Ukrainian  Insurgent  Army, 
the  Uniate  church,  and  the  peasantry-  The 
cooperation  of  the  Kiev  Partv  center  was  required 
to  deal  with  the  ODposition,  and  its  members  were 
promoted  in  the  Party  and  government  ranks. 

The  official  Ukrainian  intelligentsia  was 
rehabilitated  and  coopted  to  gain  popular  support 
for  the  regime  and  to  integrate  the  intelligentsia 
with  the  Party. 

The  intelligentsia,  having  been  granted  con- 
cessions to  develop  Ukrainian  culture  throughout 
Ukraine  by  the  Politburo,  demanded  additional 
Ukrainian-language  periodicals  and  publications. 

However,  with  the  increasing  scope  of  official 
Russification  policies,  both  official  and  unofficial 
Ukrainian  oppositions  emerged.  In  the  chaotic 
transition  period  between  Khrushchev's  decline  and 
Brezhnev's  rise  to  power,  the  Kiev  Party  center 
acquired  more  autonomy.  The  rapprochement 


between  Shelest's  Party  apparat  and  the  cultural 
elite  resulted  in  moderate  concessions  being  made 
to  appease  this  elite  and  to  show  the  benevolence 
of  the  Party,  thus  negating  the  effectiveness  of 
the  dissent  movement.  The  late  1960s  saw  a 
period  of  new  Ukrainization.  New  Ukrainian-language 
scholarly  journals  were  established.  The  demands 
of  the  late  1950s  were  revived,  and  many  of  those 
formerly  rejected  were  granted.  Most  important 
among  these  was  the  promotion  on  a large  scale  of 
the  Ukrainian-language  press  for  urban  centers, 
and  new  scholarly  journals. 

These  achievements  exemplify  the  strength 
of  Ukrainian  "nationalism,"  which,  headed  by 
a Soviet-born  elite,  draws  on  past  traditions, 
with  support  from  the  Party  establishment.  But 
it  had  a major  weakness.  All  the  achievements 
were  in  the  cultural-literary-artistic  sphere; 
demands  for  socio-economic  concessions  — more 
political  power  and  autonomy  for  the  Kiev 
center  --  were  never  made. 


GEORGE  LUCKYJ 

Dr.  George  S.N.  Luckyj , professor  of  Ukrainian 
and  Russian  literature  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
presented  a seminar  on  March  22.  Entitled  "Ref- 
lections on  Vaplite,"  it  was  part  of  the  Institute's 
seminar  series  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  The 
seminar  dealt  with  the  recently  released  Vaplite 
Collection 3 published  by  the  Institute's  University 
of  Toronto  publications  project,  and  edited  by  the 
speaker.  The  publication  coincides  with  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  suppression  of  the  lit- 
erary group  V aplite , a vital  force  in  the  Ukrainian 
cultural  renaissance  in  the  1920s.  Dr.  Luckyj 
illustrated  the  views  of  the  Vaplitians  and  their 
leader  Mykola  Khvylovy  with  quotes  from  documents 
in  the  collection. 

In  evaluating  the  achievements  of  Vaplite  from 
a contemporary  viewpoint,  the  actual  weakness  of 
the  Ukrainian  Communist  leadership  (Shumsky, 
Skrypnyk)  was  stressed.  A naive  acceptance  of 
Lenin's  nationality  docrine,  which  was  not  safe- 
guarded by  actual  political  power,  resulted  in 
the  illusion  of  power. 

In  cultural  and  aesthetic  terms,  Vaplite 
was  not  doctrinaire,  but  tolerant  of  all  artistic 
trends.  It  attracted  the  best  writers  and  artists 
regardless  of  aesthetic  creeds;  it  had  followers 
among  theatrical  producers  (Kurbas) , filmmakers 
(Dovzhenko)  and  artists  (Boychuk) . But  because 
Khvylovy' s aesthetic  slogans  (vitaizm)  were  not 
well  defined,  constant  demands  for  the  creation 
of  a Ukrainian  high  culture  were  Vaplite  's  only 
contribution  in  this  field.  Khvylovy 's  elitism 
and  anti-Russianism  are  from  an  older  Ukrainian 
intellectual  tradition. 

Vaplite  illustrates  the  development  of 
cultural  nationalism  into  a political  movement. 
Marxism  acted  as  a stimulant,  but  the  objective  — 
a developed  high  culture  in  a developed  Ukrainian 
state  - - proved  to  be  beyond  reach.

WILLIAM  KURELEK  MEMORIAL  LECTURES 

The  Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Club 
of  Toronto  commemorated  its  member  and  well-known 
Ukrainian-Canadian  artist,  William  Kurelek,  by 
a memorial  lecture  series.  The  inaugural  lectures 
took  place  on  April  4,  5,  and  6 at  the  University 
of  Toronto. 

The  president  of  the  university,  Dr.  J.  Evans, 
opened  the  seminar  on  April  4 with  a brief  state- 
ment, stressing  W.  Kurelek' s contribution  to  Cana- 
dian art,  and  expressing  the  desire  that  the 
lectures  become  annual  events.  He  expressed  pride 
that  the  University  of  Toronto  and  a Ukrainian 
organization  were  cosponsoring  the  lectures,  which 
will  appear  in  published  form  in  the  near  future. 

The  chairman,  S.  Frolick,  introduced  the  speaker, 
Ramsay  Cook,  Professor  of  history  and  social 
sciences. 

In  his  lecture,  entitled  "William  Kurelek  — 
a Prairie  Boy's  Vision,"  he  outlined  the  artist's 
creative  life,  emphasizing  three  main  aspects 
of  Kurelek' s work:  his  deep  Christian  faith,  the 

powerful  influence  of  his  Ukrainian  ancestry,  and 
his  great  humanism.  The  speaker  showed  a number 
of  slides  of  W.  Kurelek' s works. 


The  second  and  third  sessions  of  the  W. 

Kurelek  Lecture  Series  were  held  on  April  5 
and  6 in  Hart  House.  The  dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Law  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 

Professor  Kenneth  Lysyk,  gave  two  lectures  on 
"Reevaluating  Canadian  Federalism."  The 
sessions  were  chaired  by  Professor  W.  Tarnopolsky. 
Professor  K.  Lysyk  is  a prominent  scholar 
of  constitutional  law  in  Canada,  the  former 
deputy  minister  of  justice  in  Saskatchewan,  the 
chairman  of  the  Alaska  Highway  Pipeline  Inquiry, 
and  the  author  of  many  scholarly  works. 

In  his  first  lecture  K.  Lysyk  analyzed  in 
detail  the  origin  of  the  Canadian  nation,  and  in 
the  second  he  discussed  the  question  of  Canadian 
unity,  the  role  of  ethnic  groups,  and  the  need 
to  reevaluate  Canadian  federalism.  A discussion 
followed  the  lectures. 

After  the  first  lecture  a reception  was  held 
in  the  Hart  House  music  room.  The  vice-president 
of  the  university.  Professor  J.  Sword,  outlined 
the  significance  of  the  Kurelek  Lecture  Series. 

The  chamber  quartet  of  McMaster  University,  led 
by  pianist  K.  Samets,  performed  at  the  reception. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  future  such  academic  events 
will  be  organized  in  cooperation  with  the  Institute 
and/or  Foundation.

Mrs.  0.  Bilash,  bilingual  coordinator  in  the 
Institute,  attended  the  Central  States  Conference 
on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages  held  in 
Chicago  on  March  30-April  1,  1978.  The  theme 
of  the  conference,  futurism  and  foreign  languages, 
appropriately  describes  the  task  facing  language 
educators  in  the  next  decade.  In  the  United  States 
languages  other  than  English  are  termed  "foreign," 
and  language  educators  rely  on  Canadian  initiatives 
and  experience  for  direction  in  this  field.  Par- 
ticipants welcomed  information  on  the  Ukrainian- 
English  bilingual  program  and  were  anxious  to 
further  discuss  second-language  immersion  programs. 

While  in  Chicago,  Mrs.  Bilash  addressed  a 
meeting  of  "ridni  shkoly"  teachers,  outlining  the 
objectives  of  a bilingual  program,  its  implemen- 
tation, and  stressing  the  importance  of  the 
Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre  to  Ukrainian 
language  instruction.  She  also  visited  Ukrainian 
publishers  in  Chicago  to  locate  materials  for 
deposit  in  the  Resource  Centre.

Mrs.  Bilash  attended  the  Northeast  Conference 
on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages  in  New  York 
City.  During  her  stay,  April  12-18,  she  also  met 
with  Ukrainian  authors  and  publishers  of  children's 
materials,  and  visited  several  American  bilingual 
schools  and  a federally-supported  bilingual 
resource  centre  in  that  city.

During  the  summer 
three  students,  funded  by  a grant  from  the 
Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  will  under- 
take research  on  the  feasibility  and  promote  the 
development  of  ancestral  language  instruction  in 
Winnipeg. 


In  Saskatoon  Mrs.  Bilash  received  a copy 
of  the  book  Ukrainian  Catholic  Churches  in 
Saskatchewan  as  a donation  for  the  Institute's 
library.
